Conditions Horrify M.P.s 


STEPNEY’S SLOW PROGRESS 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Although it is premature to pronounce an opinion upon 
the effects of the reorganisation of A.R.P. services in 
Stepney. tt-ts already clear that the machine . is beginning 
to work more smoothly. A start has beech mace. m register- 
ing for é¢vacuation the aged and infirm who have been 
sleeping im the shelters. The Friends Ambulance Unit 
at the London Hospital has been carrying out the registra- 
tion. The Town Clerk of Stepney, Mr. J. E. Arnold James, 
who is working in co-operation with the Medical Office: 
of Health, has already started to speed up the evacuation 
work. 

There has also. been an improvement im arrangme the dis- 
tribution of clothes. The theatre of the People’s Palace -is; in 
future, to be used. as a clearing house, with the Brady Street 
Girls’. Club as a sub-centre. 

But there is-——up to the time of writing-—still no sign that 
the promise to install bunks in the shelters is being put imto 
effect Mr. James, I understand, has tried to obtain bunks 
from. 15. firms, but without success 


Scandal of the Tilbury Shelter 


When Sir Derrick Gunston, Conservative M.P. for Thorn- 
bury, and Mr. C. U. Peat, Conservative M.P. for Darlington, 
made a tour tast week of the A.R_P. installations and resi 
centres in the East End. they seemed to be deeply. impressed 
by the morale of the tmhbhabitants, but borrified at the condt- 
tions under which these people were having to spend their 
-mights. These conditions were, it is true, not. nearly. as bad 
as @ fortnight ago. 

The two M.P.s visited the Tilbury shelter and spoke to the 
shelterers. The Town Clerk is said to have expressed the 
opimion to the M.P.s that tf he had his way he would requisi- 
tion the Tilbury shelter, which is in a shocking condition, and 
make a really good shelter of it. 

While the M.P.s were at the Fruit Exchange shelter, an 
order came through that the occupants -nust remove their 
bedding by the next morning. These people had becn bombed 
out of their homes.’ The reason given for ihis order was that 
the bedding and other belongings that the shelterers were able 
to save made it impossible to keep the shelter clean; and that 
therefore their removal was necessary from the point of view 
of health. The order caused great indignation. We've no- 
where to put u,” the people shouted, “ and nowhere to go.” 


Keeping Up the People’s Spirit 


One praiseworthy. rest centre is that af Deal Street. It was 
opened soon after the first bombs fell on the East End. To-day 
this clearing centre deals with an average of 240 homeless 
people who cat and sicep in the building, and most of whom, 

cause of the preponderantly Jewish character of this district, 
are Jews. The building is open at all hours of the day and 
might and a bed and hot meals and drinks are always available. 
An energctic and sympathetic staff see that the material and 
mental welfare of the sufferers are cared for. 

Once a week the Rev, Mr. Bromberger and two representatives 
of the United Synagugue attend for the purpose of assisting in 
finding homes or billets for Jewish families. 

A welcome development was the provisiom of an E.N,S.A. 
concert, which was heartily enjoyed. E.N.S.A. is now pro- 
viding entertainment every afternoon and evening at -shelters 
and rest centres. 

The management of Toynbee Hall has decided during the 
raids to carry on their célebrated classes for adults. Instead, 
however, of being given during the evenings, ney will be given 
on Saturday afternoons and Sundays.

ANGLO-JEWRY 


FOR 


Communal Action Needed 


DEPUTIES’ RESPONSIBILITY 


Ihe many problems arising for Jewry from the air 
raids and the question of internees were dealt with by 
the President of the Board of Deputies, Proressor S. 
Bropersky (Leeds, United Hebrew Congregation) in his 
address at a meeting of the Board of Deputies over which 
he presided at Woburn House on Sunday afternoon. There 
was only a small attendance. 

Professor Brodetsky said that the miost important thing 
that had happened in the history of the country since they 
last met was. of course, the onset of the “ Battle of 
Britain,” and they would all express their deep admiration 
for the spirit of the British people, and in particular for 
the leadership of the Prime Minusier during these difficult 
GAYS. 

fhe speaker also referred to the new phase in the struggle 
-a phase in which they were concerned both as citizens of 
this country and as members of the Jewish people-—the tact 
that the war had moved to the Mediterranean and to the Middle 
East, which had brought Palestine to the very torefront of 
the battle. They could be happy in the thought thal the safety 
of Palestine would also mean the safety of the British Empire, 
and in the hope that the attack which was now threatening in 
the Middle East would be beaten back not only by the victorious 
armies of Britain and the Dommions but also with the help 
of the Jewish peopic of Palestine reset. 

The dash into the Batkans, he went on.. had. had. the effect 
of bringing another ereat Jewish Community under the direct 
heel of the Nazis—-the Jewish Community of Rumania. Un- 
fortunately, if was not only Rumania, for in the last few 
days they had seen the beginnings of a similar anti-Jewish 
policy in regard to Yugoslavia and. Bulgaria. 

Their responsibility was therefore ail the greater to work 
for the future of the Jewish people in the world 


Jews Decorated for Gallantry 


It should be a matter of great pleasure, said the President, 
to all of them that, in addition to the fact that many thousands 
—probably tens of thousands—ol Jews. were, with their fellow- 
citizens, engaged with the British Armies and the other sections 
of the Forces of the Crown; already there had been a con- 
siderable number of Jews decorated by His Matesty for special 
gallantry in the field. This was the best reply to the attacks 
made on the Jewish people. 

Professor Brodetsky moved the adoption of the Executive 
Committee’s reports for August and October. 

[The August report was printed in full in Tue 
Curonicite of September 27.] 

The later report recounted the steps taken to help the victims 
of the air raids in the East End of London, as outlined in 
the report of the special conference called recently and pub- 
lished in last week's issue of this paper. 

A paragraph in the report stated that a greater response 
was necessary to the request of the Board for volunteers, 
clothing, offers of billets, etc. Investigations had beén made

NAZISM IN THE BALKANS 


More Jew-Laws 


The Bulgarian Minister for Home Affairs, M. Gabrowski, 
has announced that he intends to introduce a new law 
restricting Jewish rights and activities. Jews will be banned 
from citizenship and will not be allowed to be civil 
servants, soldiers, journalists, or artists. 

There are only 50,000 Jews in Bulgaria, out of a total 
population of 6,250,000. 

News of the Jew-law, it appear from a TIMES message, 
has been received by the Bulgatian public without enthusi- 
asm: but in the Pa ng country of Yugoslavia, anti- 
Jewish restrictions issued there, equally as a result of Nazi 
pressure, have met with open hostility. Following a protest, 
already reported, by high school professors. democrats are 
distributing leaflets explaining that the Nazis and Fascists

ARAB BID FOR JEWISH 
FRIENDSHIP 


Workers Want to Co-operate 


NATIONAL CONGRESS 
DECISION 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Members of the Jerusalem Committee of the Jewish-Arab 
League for Rapprochement and Co-operation had a valuable 
meeting recently with a deputation of four members of the 
Central Committee of the Arab Labour Association, and 
they discussed ways and means of promoting the ties 
between the two peoples. 

Iwo of the Arab workers spoke fluent Hebrew: some of 
the Jews replied in Arabic. Unity against the common 
Nazi. and Fascist foe as a means for co-operation was 
stressed. 

Ihus meeting followed the first national conference of 
Arab workers at Jaffa, at which 40 delegates represented 
various parts of the country, and one of the topics discussed 
was racial co-operation. Mr. H. M. Kalvarisky, Mr. B. 
Radier-Feldman. Mr. Neeman, and Mr. J. Peterzail 
attended as guests. The Association decided at its con- 
ference to join the Jewish-Arab League for Rapprochement 
en bioc. 

Dr. Sally Hirsch, a prominent member of the Jewish- 
Arab. League for Rapprochement and Co-operation, has 
begun the publication of a periodical entitled BayoTtu 
Hayvom (To-days Problems) devoted to the theme of an 
ultimate permanent adjustment of racial relations. 


A year ago a drpute occurred between the Jewish village 


of Negba. in Southern Palestine. and the Arab village of Beit 
Affa. As a result of the intervention of Aref Bey elf Aref, the 
powerful District Officer in the Beersheba division. a truce was 
arbitrated, and recently a peace ceremony. was held among the 
two parties with a number of Arab and Jewish guests, including 
Aref Bey. in attendance 


Friendly District Officer 


Aref Bey el Aref has done a great deal towards maintaining 
order and security in his district, of which he might well claim 
the title of “ uncrowned ruler.’ it was he who secured 
economic facilities for the many Beduin tribes and clans around 
Beersheba and helped in getting their tribal courts constituted, 
Last month he paid a visit to Tel-Aviv with his family, and 
was shown the various imstitutions and sights in the city, which 
he had not vistted for many years.

Tuvia, Kiar Warburg, and Negba—are now to. come under 
the administrative aegis of Gaza. instead of the District Offices 
at Tel-Aviv as hitherto.

MR. HERBERT LOEWE 
Distinguished Orientalist 


The death occurred at Cambridge last Friday of Mr. 
H. M. J. Leewe, MLA., the distinguished Orienmlist and 
Reader Rabbinics at 
Cambridge University. 

Herbert Martin James Loewe, 
who was born in London 5% 
years. ago, was the eldest son 
of Mr. James H. Lowe, a well- 
known comrrrunal worker and 
a grandson of Dr. Lous 
Loewe, an Orientalist of repute 
Principal of Jews’ 


College, 
Ramseate. He was educated at 
St. aul s School and at 
Queens’ College, Cambridge, 


where he was awarded a First 
Con in the Oriental Tripos of 

and im Part {1 of the 
ee fripos of 1905. In 
1906 he went to Egypt for the 
Anglo-Fewitsh Association and 
became English Master at the 
schools of the Alfience Israéiite in Cairo and Abbassiych. In 
the following year he returned to England and became lecturer 
for the Board of Oriental Stedies In Cambridge. Soon after, 
he was appointed Curator of Oriental Literature in 
University Library. He returned to this office im laici periods 
in 1923, 1924, and 1927,.im the course of which he compiled 
a catalogue of the Samaritan, Hebrew, and Arabic-Hebrew 
manuscripts there. He acted as Examiner for the. Stewart of 
Rannoch Scholarship, the Tripos, Previous, Foreign Office, and 
Cambridge Local Examinations. From 1910 onwards he was 
Director of Studies and Lecturer in Arabic and Hebrew for 
the Oriental. Theological, and Historical students at St. 
Catharine's College, Cambrikiee: and he also devoted some 
time to the teaching of clementary Hebrew, first at Crauford 
College. Maidenhead, then at the Toynbee Hall classes of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board, and at Perse School, Cam- 
bridee: He was the first holder of the Research Scholarship of 
Jerusatem University in 1911. 

In 1923 and again from 1926 to 1931 Mr. Locwe was Visiting 
Lecturer in Rabbinics at Cambridec. In '913 he had been 
appointed University Lecturer in Rabbinic Hebrew at Oxford 
and Maynard Lecturer im Oriental Languages at Excter 
College, holding those offices until he returned to Cambridge 
as Reader in Rabbinics in 1931. He was also for a time 
Goldsmid Lecturer m@ Hebrew at London University. In 1939 
be was elected President of the Society of Old 
Studies, of which be had long been an active member 

Mr. Loewe was clected an Honorary Fellow of Queens’ 
Colicee, Cambridge, in 1953. 


His Writings 


Among Herbert Loewe's numerous writings were articles in 
Tee Jewsss and other periodicals on Palestinian 
life and antiquities. He edited the first volume and wrote the 
second of Abrahams and Stokes’s “Starrs and Jewish Charters 
Preserved in the Brith Muscum ™ (1930) and compiled with 
Claude Montefiore “ A Rabbinic Anthology ” (1938). He con- 
tributed te both volumes of “ Judaism and Christianity “ 
(1937) and edited the sevond of them. Ho was engaged on a 
second edition of ‘his Medieval Hebrew Minstrelsy (1926) 
at the time of his death. He wrote “ Medieval Hebrew Poesy 
and contributed to “ The Cambridge Medieval History,” the 

“ Bacyclopedia Britannica,” the jionary of ational! 
Biography, and the “ Encyclopedia of Rehgron and Ethics.” 

Mr. Locwe's ~ay book, “Render Unto Cacsar,” was published 
early this year. in it he investigates the question of clashing 
loyalties that may be involved in obedience to an carthly ruler 
and the heavenly King, and he shows that the Gospel lesson 
on the subject traditional Jewish thought. 
Both m theory and ge he’ points out, Tudaism has always 
stressed the necessity of loyal y even to a Gentile ruler, with 
the single exception of an edict which entails apostasy

READJUSTING EDUCATIONAL 
WORK 


Meeting Air-Raid Problems 
HOME TUTORIAL CLASSES FORMED 


In an attempt to meet the new and urgent problems which 
have arisen in the Jewish educational field on account of 
the more recent evacuation of children from London, the 
Joint Emergency Committee has taken steps to readjust its 
work. 

After the first few days of the air-raids, it had already 
become clear (writes 4 Jewish CHRONICLE representative) 
that the old forms of educational organisation, useful 
though they were in normal times, were too slow and 
cumbersome when adjustments were required almost from 
hour to hour. . 

The Committee therefore has evolved a form of organisa- 
tion which will cut out routine impediments, its work has 
been divided into several large departments, each of which 
has been entrusted to’an Executive Officer with compiete 
freedom of action in his own sphere, so that he may be 
able to act with the necessary speed. 

London is, and is likely to remain for some timic, the Com- 
mittee’s most difficult and most important task. The compiete 
merger—tinancial and administrative-—now achieved between the 
various Jewish educational bodies will enable the Comittee 
to see London as one big yet intelligible probicm. 

it is proposed to keep contact with Jewish children through 
the formation of tutorial classes wherever possibile. Central 
points will be selected where groups can receive religious 
instruction. A panel of teachers has been prepared, who will, 
if need be, go from’*house to house in order to teach the 
children. In addition, an Attendance Officer is heing appointed 
to get in touch with parents and children 

As lone as it is physically possibic, the Committee will not 
abandon the East End. where their teachers will give not only 
religious mstruction, but may prove helpful in many other 
ways to families in these trying days. 

Wort in the old reception areas is also assuming increasing 
importance. as, apart from the evacuces who have been there 
for up to a year, there are many newcomers. The Committee 
children to maintain some 
standard of Jewish life Sabbath -services are held almost 
everywhere. and in over 100 centres arrangements were made 
to hold Holy-day services 


Registration for Fvacuation 


The Committee has made contact with the London County 


Council and the Divisional Dispersal Officers in Greater London, 
and Jewish parents can stil] register their children ai the special 
Jewish registration points (a ist was printed in Tue Jewisu 
Crrontcie of September 20), so that they may go out in larger 
roups. Jewish teachers have been imvited to act as party 
eaders and teacher-csoorts to these groups. 

By special arrangement, County Hall is informed daily 
of the number of Jewish children registering, so that whenever 
possible these children may be drafted to places whicre Jewish 
centres have been established. 

Between September, 1939, and Junc, 1940, some .10,000 Jewish 
children had icft London for reception areas. ey weeks ago 
just over 3,000 had remained, the rest having trickled back. 

Much suffcring, perhaps many innocent lives, could have been 
saved if the Community had realised in time its duty to help 
these children to setile down im the reception areas by re- 
producing for them some form of the Jewish environment to 
which they were hitherto accustomed. 

Therefore, much importance attaches to the scheme - to 
establish hostels in the reception areas so that miniature Jewish 
communities can be looked after. Such a hostel has already 
been opened at Exmouth, by the Habonim Movement, as 
recently, and it is 
hoped to open more. am imformed that .County is 
viewing the scheme with the utmost sympathy and will, as 
far as possible, help it along.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GO TO IT 


Is would be a thousand pities if the “Recall to the 
Synagogue” taunched and publicised recently were 
allowed to fizzle out like the last sparks of a firework 
display. The Community would be left distinctly the 
poorer, bereft of the sorely needed comfort which the 
Synagogue is capable of bestowing in these dark days of 
shattered lives and crumbling tabernacles. For the ideal 
Synagogue can become a place instinct with a precious 
human fellowship, m which the worshippers are moulded 
into a united family, filled with love towards all and malice 
towards none. It is idle to argue that one can pray even 
outside the walls of a sacred house dedicated primarily to 
God's service. Even the corroboration of Scriptural testi- 
mony will not avail; for the words “ wherever | will cause 
My name to be mentioned there will I come to bless 
thee.” refers not to homes so much as to the Bethels which 
Israel will set up throughout its wanderings. Practical 
experience teaches us that one either prays in a Syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath or finishes up by not praying any- 
where af all. It is like the Tefillin which so many mislay 
to-day. The sorry fact is that one cither prays with them 
on head and arm, or very soon ceases to pray at all. The 


value of aids to religious belief cannot be maximised. : 


Whilst not being religion in themselves, religion cannot 
do without them. The violin, piano, and saxophone are not 
music in themselves, but when they come into contact with 
him who knows the art of making them produce sweet 
sounds the result is “the harmony of the gods.” Is it 
not the same with the Synagogue? Who can capture at 
home the thrill experienced on Kol Nidrei night when the 
very air is charged with a light that has never shone on 
earth? It is like attempting to retell at home over the 
breakfast table a joke heard before in the theatre, when 
the whole audience rocked with laughter. How tame it 
now seems compared with its hilarious effect in the presence 
of a gay throng! Yes, Judaism impresses us with the 
importance of belief and the sham of make-believe. 


iu is good to reflect on this imponderable truth, as we sit 

in our festal booth, with the glittering stars as part of 
our canopy, and leaves and fruits as embellishments. For 
the Kleal Synagogue, too, can kindle the light of hope in 
the twilight of our despair, can lift us out of the rut of 
the selfish and the common and can provide us with those 
abounding resources of the spirit which will comfort us 
in these days when we see the world crumbling around 
us. But this the Synagogue can only do for us if we 
bring to it our sincere devotion. You will remember that 
God only came down at Revelation after Moses had eone 
up to the Mount. (Exodus xix. 3, 20.) -In religion, as in 
all else in life, there must be compromise. God meets 
us only half way. That is the real reason why so many 
complain that the Synagogue service leaves them cold. Of 
course # 1s cold to those who keep up only a nodding 
acquaintance with its ritual, who do not frequent its week], 
convocations, who are not instructed by its regular dis- 
quisitions on Torah and Avodah. A fleeting glimpse of 
Him annually during the series of. solemn days which cul- 
minate with our present Festival is not the same as an 


abiding vision of Him throughout the year. Only the 
latter can save us from being submerged in life's errors, 
it is-only when we come to Him as penitent children, 
that we have a right to expect to find comfort and to 
extract a blessing. The motto of our beloved country in 
its determined struggle against the satanic furies let loose 
to play havoc with civilisation should also be the cry 
of Jewry to-day: “Go To It.” Go to your Synagogue, 
son of Israel, and pray there as a member of an historic 
brotherhood and not primarily as an individual. Go to 
the Synagogue as you do to your shelter when the sirens 
issue their “banshee howlings,” and you will soon dis- 
cover that there sorrows cannot find you, for you will 
be sheltering in a safe place, past which cares speed on 
and touch us not. You will be abiding in a sanctuary In 
whicheeach suffering child of God is drawn nearer to the 
great heart of all things. 


““°O To It." This appeal on behalf of the Synagogue 

should be ringing in our ears as we are about to 
terminate a long series of Holy-days celebrated this year 
under such tragic conditions. To turn our backs on the 
Synagogue is as foolish as to abolish all parks and open 
spaces in our crowded cities on the specious plea that they 


are a burden to the ratepayer. Of course, there are victims: 


of our economic conditions who exist in wretched slums 
without fresh air and sunshine: but who can call that 
life? Are they not in danger of every infectious discase 
that comes along? Similarly, the Jew detached from 
Synagogue influence becomes a dwarfed soul, experiencing 
terror and frustration where none should exist, possessing 
no shelter when dangers are near, resembling a ship which 
steers without compass. Moreover, close the Synagogue 
on your life and you deprive yourself of Israel's nerve- 
centre. In a recent book, Professor Gilbert Murray argues 
that Greek civilisation, with all its brilliance, collapsed 
through loss of nerve. Nothing could save Greece, for 
the people had no power to help them sustain their morale. 
Let us be wise while we may, and avoid such a catas- 
trophe. Ihe Svnagogue is calling: “Go To It.” 
Remember that our survival depends on each one of us, 
and the preservation of all is in the keeping of each.

U.S. NAZIS INDICTED 


Charge of Anti-Jewish Incitement 
HENRY FORD AND THE BUND 


Wilhelm Kunze, leader (in succession to Fritz Kuhn, 
now in Sing Sing prison) of the German-American Bund, 
the U.S. Fascist organisation, and eight officials of the 
Bund in New Jersey have been indicted on charges of 
* promoting hatred against people of the Jewish religion ” 
in violation of State anti-racial laws. 

One of the Bund’s main activities has always been racial, 
particularly anti-Jewish, incitement. Recently, a former 
member of the Bund named Werner informed the Com- 
mittee for Investigating un-American Activities that “ our 
leaders told us to prepare for the day when Nazi Govern- 
ment would be established here and blood would flow in 
U.S. streets.” He added that storm troopers had planned 
to march to Wall Street and hang such financiers “ as 
Morgan, Kuhn, and Loeb” on the nearest posts andtrees. He 
and other Bund storm troopers had been given an intensive 
course in military tactics. j

while announced that evidence which exposes the whole 
of the activities of the Fifth Column has been handed to 
President Roosevelt.

“ American Merchants of Hate” 


The charge was recently made in the American Press 
that one of the persons still fostering anti-Semitism was 
Henrv Ford. Now a denial has been sent to the Cleveland 
Jewrsn Review that anti-Semitic notices had been displayed 
in Ford plants in Detroit. Despite the denial, the New 
York daily “ P.M.” maintains that the name of Henry Ford 
still appears on pro-Nazi anti-Semitic propaganda sold in 
New York and elsewhere, and that the book “ The Inter- 
national Jew” and other articles containing Ford's name 
are being circulated throughout the world, in cight ijan- 
guages, by Hitler's official propaganda service 

The illustrated weekly Fripay accuses Ford, the Duponts, 
and E. T. Weir, President of the Weirton Stee! Company, 
of being among those who have aided the spread of anti- 
Semitic and Fascist activities in the United States. The 
article making these accusations entitled “ American 
Merchants of Hate” is accompanied by what purports to be 
a facsimile of a letter written in 1937 by Walter J. Cameron, 
Ford's right-hand man. on stationery of the anti-Semitic 
Anglo-Saxon Society of America, to Fritz Kuhn, saying that 
Ford executives were co-operating in keeping from the 
Amegcian Press .Kubn’s relationship with the Ford Com- 
pany, which had employed him as a chemist, 

A warning that individuals and groups promoting hatred 
against religious and racial elements are “ America’s 
potential trattors”™ has been made in a statement issved 
by more than a hundred religious and lay leaders of the 
Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish faiths under the auspices 
of the National Conference of Christians and Jews. The 
statement, which is being circulated to over 2.000 com- 
munities throughout the country, asks for unity and good- 
will among citizens of all faiths and classes. 

The Catholic Information Society, of New York. has been 
sending out quantities of propaganda as part of its national 
drive against anti-Semitism. Large firms.in New York City 
are being urged to distribute tracts against anti-Semitism 
among their employees. 


EXILED NOBEL PRIZEWINNER’S 
U.S. APPOINTMENT 


Dr. Otte Loewy for New York University 


Dr. Otto Loewy, co-winner of the 1936 Nobel Prize for 

Medicine, and now an exile from Nazi Germany, has been 
appointed Research Professor of Pharmacology at New 
York University. 
_ Dr. Loewy, who received the Nobel Prize for research 
into the chemical transmission of nervous impulses, was 
formerly Professor at Graz University in Austria, and was 
dismissed after the Anschluss and later imprisoned. In 
1939 he was appointed to a Chair at Brussels University. 
He is 67 years of age and was born at Frankfort-on-Main. 
His chief work has been devoted to research into the 
nervous system. In 189] he began joint work with Sir 
Henry Hallett Dale, of London, who shared the Nobel 
Prize with him: | 


JEWISH LAW BACKS CONSCRIPTION 
U.S. Rabbi’s Claim 


Conscription has been sanctioned by Jewish law from 
Biblical times to the present day, according to an article 
prepared for the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia by Rabbi 
Dr. Simon Cohen, Research Director of the work.

VICHY: OBEYS 
Purge of Jews—Mass Arrests 


The Vichy Government is replacing Jewish civil servants 
by “Aryans” of Fascist sympathies who are willing to 

rsue an anti-Jewish icy and assist the Vice-Premiecr, 
M. Laval, in securing French co-operation with Germany 
and Italy. 

Dr. Storz, a member of the German military. administra- 
tion in Paris, has revealed the real motive power behind the 
changes by declaring that the Nazis exercise an influence 
on French legislation and on the appointment or retirement 
of officials. “ French laws,” he said, “ must be compatible 
with the needs of the German military authorities. When- 
ever this is not the case the laws will be amended. The 
Vichy Government must submit all laws and decrees to the 
chief of the German administration before publication. 
The German authorities also have the right to veto the 
appointment of prefects, sub-prefects, and mayors.” 

efugees arriving in Lisbon tell of mass arrests and 
internments of Jewish refugees in unoccupied France. 
Round-ups of refugees in the streets of many towns are 
carried out at frequent intervals. Recently Marseilles Jews 
were arrested when leaving a Synagogue. Similar incidents 
are reported from other towns. Among those interned are 
many foreign Jewish soldiers who were demobilised only 
a short time ago. 

The “ Ort” and the “ Ose,” which have been carrying on 
relief and reconstruction. work in France, have been refused 
permission to Continue activity at Vichy, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. The Ort officials have left Vichy and 
are staying temporarily at Marscilles.. 

Other Jewish organisations, including the Consistoire 
Israelite, have also had to leave Vichy. 


PUTTING THE CLOCK BACK IN ALGERIA 


Emancipation, 1870—Disfranchisement, 1940 


By their recent act in depriving Jews in Algeria of their 
French citizenship, the Vichy Government has put the clock 
back exactly 70 years. 

It was im October, 1870, that the celebrated Crémicux 
Decree was published granting French nationality, including 
the franchise, to the Jews of Algeria as a body and, while 
abolishing the conception of a Jewish nationality, permitting 
the existence of Judaism as a religion recognised by the 
State. Adolphe Crémieux was the French Jewish champion 
of emancipation. He died in Paris in 1892. 

From now on Algerian Jews may acquire French citizen- 
ship only by means of individual application, thus reverting 
to their “Crémicux status. An exception is made in 
favour of Algerian Jews who were decorated with the 
Legion of Honour for military services during the war of 
1914-1918, or the present conflict. These will retain their 
French nationality, 

It is reported from Vichy that M. Laval has ordered the 
Governor of Algeria to raise the censorship on anti-Jewish 
articles in local newspapers. This will encourage Algerian 
anti-Semites, who have already been openly demonstrating 
againsi the Jews.

YOM KIPPUR IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


Atheist Campaign in New Territories 


The Bezbozhniki, the Communist Atheist League, 
organised a widespread anti-religious campaign in connec- 
tion with the Festivals among Jews in Bessarabia, Northern 
Bukovina, Eastern Poland, and the Baltic States, the new 
territories acquired by Soviet Russia during the past year. 
Anti-religious meetings and concerts were arranged in many 
towns especially for Yom Kippur and atheist literature 
was distributed everywhere. 

In Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia, the Soviet authorities 
have decided to liquidate al] private schools, including many 
Hebrew schools. Their property will be placed at the 
disposal of the local educational authorities. 


LOYAL TURKISH JEWRY 


A resolution has bed’ passed by the representative body 
of the Turkish Jewish Community calling on all Jewi 
citizens of the Republic to render the greatest possible 
services to the country. 

The resolution, which describes the Jews as true citizens 
and sons of the Republic, and confirms the deep attachment 
of Turkish Jews to their country and to the Jewish faith, 
was later read on the Ankara wireless, as well as in all

MEDITERRANEAN VOYAGE 
Refugees from Italy Sent Back—to Internment 


Three hundred Jewish refugees who left Italy in June, 
in the hope of reaching Palestine, have returned to Italy— 
and to concentration camps. 

Italy's entry into the war on June 10 found the refugees 
on board a ship in the port of Benghazi, Libya; they were 
taken ashore and interned. After over two months in 
Libyan concentration ca they were herded aboard shi 
and, under the escort of four Italian warships, taken 
to ‘Naples, where they were imprisoned. Now they are 
being sent to various camps im Southern Italy. The

$100,000 SURVEY OF SAN 
DOMINGO 


New Hopes for Refugees 


The Falk Foundation of Pittsburgh has voted funds for 
a complete survey of San Domingo, the Republic in the 
West Indies, to discover its economic possibilities and its 
potentialities for the absorption of European refugees. The 
survey, the estimated cost of which is $100,000, was con- 
ceived by Mr. Leon Falk, the well-known philanthropist, 
and one of the most active leaders of the Dominican 
Republic Settlement Association. It will be carried out by 
Mr. Dana Monroe, of Princeton, formerly of the U.S. State 
Department, under the supervision of the Brookings 
Institution, 

Last week, the first group of new settlers for Sosua, San 
Domingo for a considerable time, sailed from New 
York. They included five refugees who formed part of the 
poup of 35 selected in England by Sir Herbert Emerson.

A LEADER OF U.S. JEWRY 


The Synagogue Council of America, representing leading 
Rabbinical and lay organisations, has announced the 
election of Rabbi Edward L. Isracil, of Baltimore, as 
President, succeeding Dr. David de Sola Pool, Rabbi of 
the Spanish-Portuguese Synagogue in New York. 

Rabbi Israel is the spiritual leader of the Har Sinai 
Congregation, of Baltimore, one of the largest Jewish con- 
gregations in the country. He has a long record of com- 
munal and social work, During the last war he was Acting 
Chaplain to the Jewish Welfare Board with the American 
Expeditionary Force, and he has held a Government 
appointment on an industrial arbitration committee. He is 
& prominent member of the Zionist Organisation of 
America and is a member of the Administrative Committee 
of the World Jewish Congress. 


FINE RECRUITING OF S. AFRICAN JEWS 


That the ratio of Jews enlisting in the South African 
Forces is double what might have been expected is con- 
firmed by Mr. A. C. VY. Baines, United Party Representa- 
tive for King William’s Town, Cape Province. 

Mr. Baines said that insinuations concerning the recruit- 
ment of Jewish citizens had been made by members of 
the opposition parties. Figures from the Liaison Com- 
mittee between. Defence Headquarters and the Jewish 
Board of Deputies showed, however, that 53.32 per cent. 
of the Jewish employees of 292 Johannesburg firms who 
were cligible for enlistment had joined up by April. 

The -percentage of Jewish men in Rand. regiments was 
15, said Mr. Baines, that in Capetown 9, and that in 
Durban 8. But the ratio of Jews to non-Jews among the 
population was actually less than 44 per cent. 


QUISLING AND THE “SIXTH COLUMN ” 


Jews in Norway are now prohibited from practising as 
physicians or solicitors. Jewish religious meetings held in 
private are prohibited and Jewish shops must be clearly 
marked. 

Whether’ the Nazis will persist in this last piece of dis- 
crimination seems doubtful, for anti-Nazi and anti-Quisling 
students have been making a practice of patronising these 
Jewish shops. Anti-Jewish slogans on shop windows and 
walls are frequently removed by students, several of whom 
have been arrested. 


ITALY.—AIll alien Jews have been ordered to liquidate their 
businesses. Their goods must be sold to the Govern 
ment only, and compensation will be paid with Government 
bonds duc for payment one year after the war ends. 
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CAREERS ADVICE 
The Employment of Aliens 


Many inquiries have been made on the question of the 
employment of aliens in this country, and the Careers 
Advice Bureaw has received many letters from refugees 
and others interested in the subject. It was recently 
announced in Parliament that the Mimster of Labour and 
National Service was to set up an International Labour 
Branch, which would look into the question of the possible 
employment of Allied and other friendly disposed aliens 
in work usually of a kind which would help the country 
in its war effort. An authoritative pronouncement has been 
sought in Ministry of Labour quarters, and the following 
is a summing-up of the information obtained. 

Under an Order of the Home Secretary of Novembcr last, 
all aliens (other than those interned) who arrived in this country 
before the war and whose stay was subject to some form of 
restriction whether as to time, employment, or occupation, are 
eligible to take such employment as may be approved by the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service, and the power to 
grant such permission has been delegated by the Ministry to 
local Employment Exchanges. Generally speaking this means 
that aliens in sdarch of employment can register at their local 
Employment Exchange in the same way as British subjects and 
will be allowed to take up employment for which no wun- 
employed British subjects are available 


Auxiliary War Services 


The Order referred to above also prohibits the employment 
of any alien, irrespective of nationality or the length of time 
he has been in this country, in certain Auxiliary War Services 
—€.g.. munitions making—without the special permission of 
the Home Office. The Home Office has set up a special 
department to deal with applications for such penumission. This 
is known as the Aliens War Service Department, and its 
address is Box 666, Parliament Street B.O., London, 5.W.!. 

The Home Secretary has declared certain areas, which are 
situated mainly around the coasts of Great Britain to be 
Aliens Protected Areas. An alien who wishes to reside in or 
to enter one of these areas, whether for employment or any 
other purpose, has to obtain the permission of the police 
authorities of the area before doing so 

Following on the invasion of Holland and Beigium in May 
last, there was an influx of refugees from thase countries, and 
later from France.. These refugees were permitted to land here 
on the condition that they did not engage in any kind of 
employment without the consent of the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service. As in the case of aliens referred to 
above, these refugees are cligible to register for .employment 
at Employment Exchanges, where efforts are made to find 
them suitable employment.

A VERY GRAVE PROBLEM 


THE steps taken by the representative Conference sum- 
moned last week by the Board of Deputies to co- 
ordinate the Jewish bodies engaged in the specifically 
Jewish problems arising out of the air raids will be 
generally welcomed. ‘The spontaneous enthusiasm with 
which individual organisations attacked these problems 
at the outset was a tribute to their warm public spirit. 
But clearly they could not hope for efficient functioning 
while each worked in greater or less independerice of 
the others, and the fact that such a situation did arise 
is a forcible witness to the lack of .prevision with which 
the Nazi onset, though often foretold, was met by the 
Community. 

There is no desire to indulge in mere recrimination 
or to allot blame amongst those leaders to whom the 
Community had trusted its affairs. But it is urgently 
necessary that the present failure should not be 
repeated. It is not the first of its kind. -The Hitler 
assault on German Jewry found us unready, as indeed 
it. found German Jews themselves. The beginning of 
the British children’s evacuation caught us equally 


without any adequate plans.. True, there have also 


been shortcomings in the national schémes. But Jews, 
with all their past experience of crises, might have been 


expected to be imaginatively alive to possibilities. What. 


there is in their organisation or mentality or leadership 
that results in their being “ caught napping” so repeat- 
edly is a serious question which deserves thoroughly 
exploring. For the present, however, one can only 
hope that recent lessons have been well learned. 

One thing may be postulated with certainty. The 
problem or complex of problems presented by the 
various planned or unplanned evacuations are of a 
major description,’ They touch the roéts of the English 
Jewish Community’s happiness and safety,. As such 
it is imperative that they be tackled in orderly, weil- 
thought-out, and systematic fashion. They are not mere 
matters of immediate relief, urgent though these be. 
They may affect for weal or woe the whole Jewish 
future—spiritual, cultural, and civic—in these islands. 
The last of these aspects is at least as serious as the 
other two, and it is not only Jews who are awakening 
to that fact. 

The other day the editor of a paper in a Northern 
town pointed out in a special article that, whereas the 
pre-war local Jewish Community wasa small one worthily 
playing its part in the life of the town, that small body 
which ran- its own affairs in exemplary manner 
would find it hard to regulate the difficulties resulting 
from the influx of thousands of evacuee coreligionists, 
total strangers both to the locality and to the local 
Jews. He went on to say that however good citizens 
the majority of these cvacuees might be, some of them 
would need help, guidance, and organisation. If 
prudence and foresight could prevent it, he added, 
problems which had never existed before need not be 
created in the town—problems which might disturb 
harmonious relations, between Jews and Gentiles. In 
point of fact, these statements must have reflected the 
concern widely felt, for the local authorities consulted 
the small permanent Jewish Community and took 
counsel with the Board of Deputies. 

Be it remembered that there are plenty of enemies 
ready to work upon feelings of disquiet, irritation, and 
discontent to create and develop the canker of Jew- 
hatred. They have long been busy at this insidious 
game, and are no less active to-day. Send a number 
of unguided refugees into affected areas, and the mis- 
chief-makers’ hell-sent opportunity will have arrived. It 
is against such possibilities, and in order that Jewish 
stranger and Gentile native may understand and 
appreciate one another that the Jewish Community 
must now plan. It is imperative to keep vigilantly in 
touch with Jewish influxes, even moderate-sized ones, 
wherever they may occur. For this purpose we require 
a group of communal officers, men and women, of high 
qualifications. The “anyone will do” idea must be 
swept away—or we shall rue it. The fussy, self- 
important volunteers, out to look big and “ boss” 
subordinates, cannot be allowed to barge in, and by 


their combination of good intention and execrable per-— 
formance ruin a vital system of conciliation. What is 


imperiously demanded is a’ corps d’élite of workers. 


philanthropy straight from the heart! 


endowed with understanding, experience, and patience, 
and, above all, possessing the master quality of tact. 
Such a body should be carefully selected and trained 
as rapidly and thoroughly as possible. After all, We 
trained our “ defence” speakers. We trained, or ought 
to have trained, our philanthropic workers. Those 
whose task will be the crucial one of rendering 
innocuous the magnetic mines of misunderstanding and 
hate thickly sown by our enemies must be the objects 
of proportionately careful preparation. To send a 
bunch of untrained recruits to battle against one, of the 
trickiest problems and one which may fatally tip the 
scales against the survival of a free Anglo-Jewry would 
be the crassest idiocy. 

Apart from this work of primary impértance, the 
work of removing “frictions” forestalling 
developments which may lead to ill, feeling, these 
officers, with their special opportunities for objective 
observation, could provide invaluable miormation for 
our Communal leaders. Judgments and the framing 
of policies too often suffer in our communal direction 
from careless, clumsy, exaggerated; or “ fearfully mini- 
mised “ reports. The services of this corps d’élite should 
go far to remedy this serious shortcoming. 

All this may entail some. expenditure. But what- 
ever the sum, it must be negligible in comparison with 
the value of the work done. [ft is reasonable to ask 
what of the Community or its funds, of the individual 
Jews or their individual bank-balances, may be ulti- 
mately left if, in a spirit of niggardly short-sightedness, 
we shirk such expenditure now. The Deputies, and 
more particularly their Defence Committee, are closely 
concerned with this emergency. But they must be 
backed solidly and wholeheartedly by the Community 
if they are to accomplish this urgent work, neglect of 
which will involve us all, maybe, in peril. Let the Com- 
munity, every man of them, cease to indulge in com- 
fortable delusion. This emergency is real! Let us 
never forget that in helping to defeat the evil plans 
of the sowers of Jew-hatred we are helping to weld 
the nation into a true unity. In this we will not only 
be helping ourselves, our children,. and this country, 
but we will be striking a resounding dDlow at the com- 
mon enemy, whose motto, and, till now svccessful, 
practice, it has everywhere been to “divide and 
conquer.” 


LIGHT AND SHADOW 


Arrer the stress of the Penitential Season, the calm and 
the peace of harvest-time. After the “awesome days” of 
pleading and supplication, the turning in hope to the con- 
structive working-day. It is a comforting transition, this 
passing from Kippur thoughts to the Succoth vision of 
Israel at the ploughs: Perhaps, these confused and rack- 
ing times, its grateful influence will not be sensed in all 
us ancient plenitude. Perhaps even the concrete symbols 
of Jewry’s one-time preoccupation with the soil may be 
hard to come by, and even the Succah may be rarer than 
of old at a moment when those who. used to build it with 
loving hands are scattered and dispersed and the condi- 
tions are otherwise tragically unpropitious. But the old 
contrast must nevertheless persist, eyen in its waning 
intensity. The old lesson of buoyant hope which it con- 
veys cannot be wholly stilled: The call which u cently 
sounds to be up and doing in building a happier world 
on the failures of yesterday will bubble up anew. And 
the brave old past, when Israel toiled securely in its 
own fields, and husbandry was its primary thought, will 
bring its. heartening message and will not be gainsaid: In 
this there is, as usual with Judaism, a universal appeal. 
The world at large must also begin to build for the 
better day. The nations must turn to the thoughts 
of reaping the produce of*the soil rather than of désiroy- 
ing it, and must plan so that more and more are men 
blessed with its God-given abundance. But most of all 
must Jews,, in the rebuilding of their world, be moved by 
the memories of their former agticultural state. 


It is one of the few heartening things of modern Jewish 
life that Jews are stirred by these memories. Even amid 
the darkness and horrors of war, new settlements in Pales- 
tine have been founded—some even again.in the face of 
expert discouragement. Hope is not vanquished. The old 
spirit, the old ideal, is stirring anew. Let us see to it that 
it braces our hearts and. outlook, till the day comes when 
Israel will at long last live a normal and happy life again 
in his own green pastures, 


THE SALVATION ARMY AND JEWS 


Mucu has been said of the softening of old acerbities 
between Jew and non-Jew which the common danger from 
air raids is expected to bring about. If that happy blessing 
should be snatched from a terrible curse it will not be 
for want of manly and generous example. In that great 
centre of light, Toynbee Hall, the Warden, Dr. Mallon, 
is giving now as always an inspiring lead, and deepening 
the gratitude which his fine record long ago earned. There 
is another active force for inter-communal appeasement, 
of the right sort, in the Salvation Army. This organisa- 
tion has bestirred itself with a will to alleviate suffering 
among Jewish raid victims, even as it has done in the 
case of the adherents of other faiths. Its spokesman, 
while paying a warm tribute to the morale of East London 
Jews, said in the simple words native to the Army’s - dis- 
position and labours that his people felt proud and privi- 
leged to hold out a helping hand to them. Here is 


REAL CHRISTIANITY 

Ir is. of course, not the first time that the Salvation Army 
has befriended the Jewish people. Some will recall, for 
example, the ringing speech delivered many years ago by 
its deputed representative at the great Memorial Hall 
demonstration called to protest against Tsarist Jew-torture. 
Such an attitude is all the more heartening and should, in 
the long run, prove the more fruitful, in that it endows 
religion with its true function on earth—love and respect 
for our fellow-men. But this has always been this spiritual 
Army's standpoint. Its outlook has spanned the world, its 
shepherding extends to all humanity. The Army's” 
spokesman was. at pains to assure us last week that there 
was no conversionist motive in its philanthropy. The 
assurance was quite unnecessary, 48 past experience proves. 
Jews. and not only Jews, owe an immense debt of grati- 
tude for their work to Dr. Mallon and to the Salvation 
Army. It is a rift of hope in the clouds that seem some- 
times as though they never will lft. 


NEW HOME SECRETARY AND THE REFUGEES 


THere has, of recent weeks, been a noticeable waning 
of the storm which beat about the ears of the former 
Minister of Public Security on the subject of the intern- 
ment of friendly aliens—which category comprised many 
of the refugees from Nazi persecution, It is not that public 
opinion is really less exercised by the follies and cruelties 
that have been revealed. Rather must the subsiding of 
criticism be traced to the growing absorption in the invasion 
threat and the murderous air attacks on the civilian popula- 
tion, and the acute problems they have raised in such 
matters as shelters. Nevertheless there is very real iecason 
why the internees’ sufferings should not’ be forgotten. 
Early in August, the Duke of Devonshire, speaking for 
the Government, declared that its policy looked forward 
to “the release of all those whose release would involve 
no danger to the country.” Yet, if. report speaks truly, 
the hope of better things held out by recent promises has 
not been realised. Release of internees has slackened. The 
distressing deportations, of which an extraordinary example 
has just been given by Professor A. V. Hill, M.P., remain 
uncorrected. And muddle, to use no stronger word, still 
shows itself in administration, as in the case, for instance, 
which has come to our notice in which a number of 
interned refugees, having at length been promised an 
appointment to see their interned wives, are said to have 
been informed at the last moment that this desperately 
longed-for concession would be’ withdrawn unless they 
agreed then and there to their own deportation. 


MR. MORRISON'S OPPORTUNITY 


Ir seems to be hopeless to expect any abandonment in 
principle of the “intern the lot™ system, insensate, cruel, 
un-British though it. be. But at least one may ask once 
more for its kindher application. There is an important, 
because thoughtful and instructed, body of British opinion 
which has been revolted by past and apparently still. con- 
tinuing practice. Canadian opinion, too, according to the 
Spectaror, has been offended at finding its undertaking 
to receive prisoners of war used to permit the sending of 
interniees who had been arrested wholesale and were being 
treated like war prisoners. One quite understands that 
the hands of the new Home Secretary are pretty full with 
the English “ refugees” from Nazi bombs. But surely it 
is not too much to expect of an administrator of Mr. 
Morrison's organising genius and broad human sympathies 
that he should address his alert and active mind to the 
urgent task of relieving the miseries of the interned 
refugees—misfortunes so prolonged and, in many cases, 
so pathetically undeserved. 


BLIND FANATICISM 


IN a recent issue we commente& in strong terms, on a 
case in which a member of the Community refused to 
obey an instruction to extinguish a light despite the fact 
that an air raid warning was in progress, givir: as his 
reason that as it was Sabbath Eve he was debarred from 
handling a light. Judging, however, from remarks made 
by “Chronicler” in the “ Incidentally ’ column last. week, 
this foolish and really ignorant attitude is not confined to 
a single instance. He cited a case, for instance, in which 
the offence consisted in the insufficient hiding of a Yahrzeit 
light, and another in which a Jewish student explained his 
failure to dim lights on his premises in the same perverted 
way as did the first offender mentioned above. One is not 
surprised that the magistrate in both cases brushed the 
defendant's plea aside. It has been pointed out again and 
again that since the showing of lights during a raid con- 


Stitutes a danger to many lives, the responsible parties, if 


they wished to be guided by Jewish law, would not hesi- 
tate to put them out even on Sabbath. Only a week or 
two ago, the Chief Rabbi cited the Din to this effect. 
If, therefore, there are persons who refuse to respect that 
ruling they are simply setting themselves up impertinently 
as a sort of one-man court of appeal from the constituted 
authorities, making themselves ridicdious and a danger to. 
the general public, as well as a source of further potential 
trouble for their coreligionists. It is time that such abject 
fools tried to develop a little common sense, as well as 
respect for the makers of Rabbinic law. “ Chronicler’s” 
warning, too, about screening the Menorah lights during 
the coming Chanucah, even if a little early, may be none

THE DEPORTATION SCANDAL 


Government Broke Its Word 
NEW HOME SECRETARY’S ADMISSION 


Mr. GLenvil. HALL (Lab., Colne Valley) asked the Home 
Secretary whether his attention had been called to the fact 
that frendly aliens, refugees from Nazi oppression, 
evacuated to Canada, had been given the status of prisoners 
of war and had to correspond on paper so headed; and 
whether, as this was an undeserved slur on many persons 
loyal to the democratic cause, he would use his influence 
to have this practice discontinued. 

Mr. HERBERT MORRISON: “Full information has been 
given to the Canadian authorities about the position of 
these internees, and I am Satisfied that the Canadian 
Government is fully aware of the distinction to be drawn 
between civilian internees and prisoners of war.” 

Mr, Hall: “Is my right hon. friend not aware that the 
Canadian Government do not draw distinctions, although they 
have been told the differences? Cannot he, through the proper 
channels, bring some pressure to bear on the Canadian Govern- 
ment?” 

Mr. Morrison: “ My hon. friend will realise that the respon- 
sibility on the spot must be that of the Canadian Government: 
but I will try to find some means of drawing their attention 
to the poimt that my hon. friend-has put, and of getting it 
put right.” 

Eart Winterton (Con., Horsham and Worthing): “Is the 
right hon. gentleman not aware that the Canadian Government 
is an agent of His Majesty's Government in this matter? He 
is under a misapprehension when he says that the Dominion 
Government is the responsible authority in this. matter.” 

Mr. Morrtson: “ Yes, | quite appreciate what the nmeht hon. 
gentiéman says, but it is the Dominion Government that must 
be responsible on the spot.” 

Mr. S. S. Stverman (Lab., Nelson): “Is my. right hon. 
friend not aware that when the Canadian Government were 
asked to accept these people it was on the express understand- 
ing that they were to receive only prisoners of war and 
dangerous’ enemy aliens, and that the difficulty has arisen 
because that. undertaking was not kept?” 

Mr. Morri<on: “1 appreciate that: and, as I told the hon. 
Member, I will see what I can do to get the matter put right.” 


ONLY 4,600 REFUGEES RELEASED 


Mr. Morrison Answers Questions 


Answering questions for the first time as Home Secretary, 
Mr. Herserr Morrison gave the following information 
about refugees : 

The number of German and Austrian civilians who had 
heen interned in this country was approximately 22,.200— 
1.700 in Category “A.” 5,000 in Category “ B,” 13,200 in 
Category “CC” and 2,300 who were nof classified by 
tribunals: Of these 22,200 approximately 4,400 had been 
transferred to Canada and 2,200 to Australia. Some 4,600 
had been released. About 11,000 therefore were still 
interned in this country. The question how many of these 
people should be regarded as dangerous was one of opinion 
and degree and could not be answered statistically. He 
would consider what information as to progress of release 
could usefully be published from time to tume. 

He proposed to arrange for the B.B.C.’s German and 
Italian: broadcasts to be relayed in the internment camps. 

He intended to close Prees Heath Camp by the end of 
this month. ‘Fewer than 300 internees were at present in 
the camp. of whom the majority were waiting to join the 
Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps.. The others had been, 
or would be, transferred to the Isle of Man or Huyton 
or some other camp. 


THE LINDLEY COMMITTEE 
Scope to be Enlarged 


Miss ELeANorR RatTHpeone (ind., English Universities) 
asked the Home Secretary whether he had reconsidered 
the question of setting up a tribunal or commission before 
which aliens detained in prison, whether as war refugees 
or under security orders, could plead their case and pro- 
duce evidence as to their reliability; and whether, if no 
new tribunal was thought necessary, the Advisory Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Norman Birkett was Chairman, could 
be strengthened so that, sitting in sections, it could deal 
with these cases. . 

Mr. Ospert Peake, Under Secretary for Home Affairs, 
answered: “ My right hon. friend has for some time past 
had the advantage of the advice of an inter-departmental 
committee, presided over by Sir Francis Lindley, in con- 
sidering certain cases of the type referred to. He proposes 
to reconstitute this committee, and to enlarge its scope, 
so that it wilk be available for the consideration of all 
such cases as may be referred to it by him.” 


“ 4A DISGRACE TO THE COUNTRY ” 
Skilled Men Still Interned 


During the debate on the Prime Minister's war statement, 
Mr. ANEURIN BEVAN (Lab., Ebbw Vale) described Sir John 
Anderson’s handling of the internment of aliens as “a 
disgrace to the country.” and said that there were still 
interned men who had been for twenty and thirty years, 
or even longer, in this country, hundreds of whom were 
anxious to serve the State. 

“There are men who have great skill, but are in intern- 
ment camps,” he added, “and we have not been able even to 
get courteous replies from the Department about them.”

LEEDS TO CARE FOR AIR-RAID 
HOMELESS 


Brandsby Lodge as Relief Centre 


[from our Correspondent} 


The Rev. I. Cohen reported to a meeting of the Executive 
of the United Hebrew Congregation that he had been asked 
by the London Board of Deputies to offer all possible heip 
to Jewish victims of the air raids in London 

Mr. Coben said he was reviewing all the offers of billets 
received for the Dutch and Belgian refugees, and if these 
were still available, he proposed placing them at the dis- 

sal of London. In the meantime, a large number of 

omeless Jews have already arrived in Leeds from London, 

and many of them were without means. The Leeds Jewish 
Board of Guardians was unable to cope with them, and 
it was clear that the whole problem must immediately be 
tackled, and vigorous action be taken. 

He urged that, in arranging emergency relicf measures. 
the following four points be kept in mind: (1) The Com- 
munity must realise that the time had now come to sacrr- 
fice unendingly to the war needs of the country: (2) Help 
must be sent to stricken areas in London; (3) A store of 
blankets, shoes, and warm clothing must be laid up at some 
central depot in Leeds to mect any emergency in the city. 
A certain small stere of clothes has already been collected 
at Brandsby Lodge. This should be ereatly augmented, 
(4) A food and rest centre must be prepared without delay. 
The kitchen at Brandsby Lodge was equipped with a gas 
range amd crockery, and a kitchen is similarly equipped 
at the Jewish Institute. Stocks of cocoa, biscuits, tinned 
soups, and other foods should be laid in, and a group of 
women helpers, thoroughly organised, should be ready to 
stand by. 

The Minister's office at Brandsby Lodge has recently 
been reorganised as an official Citizens’ Advice Bureau. 
Through this agency, it is expected that all information of 
air raid casualties will be received within 24 hours after 
an air raid. Thus, in the event of any emergency, every 
assistance to the community, in information. food, and 
clothing, will be given at Brandsby Lodge 

Alter a discussion, it was decided to refer all the fecom- 
mendations for consideration at a further meeting.

THE MACHINE INDUSTRY 


Growth Stimulated by War 
HOME PRODUCTION REPLACES IMPORTS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The adjustment of Palestinian industry to war-time con- 
ditions 1s proceeding slowly but surely, more particularly 
in the machine-making and metal-working branches. 

Since the outbreak of war, when the import of industrial 
machinery was made difficult, remarkable progress has been 
shown in this sphere of manufacturing in Palestine. The most 
complicated machinery is now ‘being made here, and in some 
cases their standard exceeds that of the imported article and 
they come cheaper, In one factory, a tool-making precision 
machine was produced of a type until then only procurable 
from Germany. Another Tel-Aviv workshop has now success- 
fully perfected a machine for acetate-cellulose work at a lower 
cost than the German model. 

One large plant wanted an electric wire-cutting machine. 
Two Haifa workshops undertook to produce one: and the 
result was completely satisfactory. Now the two workshops 
have further orders. The Hadassah University Hospital on 
Mount Scopus needed a small electric wagonnette of a type 
hitherto imported: local production was able to mect the 
emergency and to turn owt a far better model. 

The Palestine machine industry is still in its infancy, but 
war-time ¢cxigencies are likely to stimulate its growth.

OATMEAL 


DisHes made with oatmeal should be 
included more often in the menu, for its 
food value is very high in fat, vitamins, 
and mineral salts. 

Here are a few suggestions for its use: 


Oatmeal Soup 


ROLLED oats is excellent for thickening 
a soup. [If the family might be prejudiced 
against “ porridge,” call it barley broth. 

Melt 1 oz: margarine in a saucepan, stir 
in 2 tablespoonfuls rofled oats and stir over 
a gentle heat for 2 or 3 minutes, then pour 
on 2 pints well-flavoured light stock, stir 
till it boils, then simmer gently for 20 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Add a table- 
yee chopped parsicy, and serve piping 


Tas ts a good dish for a meatless day. 
Take } Ib. medium oatmeal, pour over 
i pint warm milk and leave to stand over- 


night. following day stir in a 


scalded cloth, and steam for 2} hours. 


Serve with a well-seasoned tomato 
sauce and grated cheese. 
Oatmeal Pancakes 
Medium oatmeal, 4 tb. 1 onion 


Tomato purée 2 tablespoonfuls. Mixed herbs. 
Seasoning. 


Pour sufficient water on the oatmeal to 
make a thick paste. Let stand for 3 hours, 
then add the tomato purée, the grated 
onion, a pinch of mixed herbs, and salt to 


taste. Mix thoroughly and again let stand 
a couple of hours. elt a little dripping in 
a frying pan and fry pancakes very slowly 
on both sides. 
Oatmeal Mince 

Raw minced meat, 4 Ib. 2 onions. 
Medium oatmeal, 4 ozs. Dripping, 14 ozs. 
Water, 1 pint. | Salt and pepper. 

MELT dripping and when quite hot add 
oatmeal and stir over a gentle heat for 2 or 3 
minutes, then add minced meat, chopped 
onions, and i pint hot water. Season with 
salt and pepper, turn into a greased basin, 
cover, and steam for 2 hours. Serve with 
thick gravy. 

Oatmeal Date Cake 

Fine oatmeal, 4 ib. Margarine, 2 ozs. 
Flour, 1 oz. 


r, 2 ozs. 

Dates, 4 ozs. 1 A 
Sods bicarb. } teaspoonful Hot water. 

Steve flour and oatmeal into a bow! and 
rub in the margarine, then add the sugar 
and chopped dates. Mix in the lightly 
beaten egg and then the soda bicarb. dis- 
solved in hot water. Mix thoroughly and 
if necessary add a little more water; the 
mixture should be sufficiently slack just to 
drop from the spoon. Turn into a greased 
tin and bake in a moderate oven about 14 
hours.

ANOTHER COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED 


To Review Doubtful Cases 
SOME “B’s” MAY BECOME “C’s” 


A committee consisting of Mr. Roland Burrows, K.C., 
Recorder of Cambridge, his wife, and Mr. H. R. Gelling, 
}.P., has begun reviewing the cases of interned B category 
aliens whose appeals have not been dealt with by a regional 
advisory commuttee. Their appeals had been only part- 
heard when the policy of general internment was adopted. 
Mr. Burrow’s committee is to carry out its inquiries in the 
internment camps and has already started in the Isle of 
Man. 

The Committee's work affects those aliens who, though 
possibly eligible for release under one of the nineteen categories 
im the last White Paper, are nevertheless debarred’ from any 
chance of freedom by having been placed in the B category. If 
they are now put into C category their applications for release 
can come up for review. 

The Committee, it is understood, will subsequently review 
the cases of the remaining B category alicns. 


WORK ON THE LAND 
A Shilling a Day for Isle of Man Internees 


Aliens interned in the Isle of Man are to be employed 


on the cultivation of land in the Greeba Valley for the 
rowing of vegetables for the Island's population, the 
SVENING STANDARD understands. This land, lying between 
Douglas and the village of St. John’s, has not been used 
for crops for generations. 

Tha Manx Government consider that the island should 
not now be using shipping space for importing vegetables 
from England, and it hopes next year to raise sufficient 
vegetables to make this unnecessary. 

Aliens who express a wish to do this class of work will 
be selected. They will work in batches of twenty, and will 
each receive one shilling a day. 

Large numbers of aliens are already employed on Manx 
farms, and the farmers speak highly of their work. Many 
of them are experienced in various branches of agriculture 
and horticulture. 


RAWICZ AND LANDAUER 
Anti-N: zi Pianists Still interned 


A Writer in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN gives the follow- 
ing facts about the well-known pianists Rawicz and 
Landauer: “ They have been personal friends of mine for 
many years, and are well known to be anti-Hitler in their 
sympathies. They have been interned as enemy aliens 
since June of this year, although they are Class “C° aliens. 

“These men have lived in England since 1935, and I 
know that they considered England to be their home. 
Since the outbreak of war they have thrown their whole 
heart into the support of charitable causes, Having given 
concerts and performances on at least 80 occasions, raising 
more than £30,000 towards the Red Cross and similar 
institutions. 

“ Because of their love of England and their whole- 
hearted support for our cause-—— our common cause’ as 
they put it—they have refused many offers to go to the 
United States since the outbreak of war, and now they 
suffer for their love of our peaple and their support of 
our cause. If ever there was a clear case of wrongful 
detention this is one. Their conditions of internment have 
jeopardised : their future careers through their contracting 
severe rheumatism. I fear that if they are not released 
quickly their great talent will be lost.” 


IN CANADA 


The Ottawa correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
reports that internment conditions are improving rapidly. 
Nazis and anti-Nazis have now been separated. Internees 
receive Canadian newspapers with a minimum of censoring. 
Delay in communications has not yet disappeared. Friends 
of deported internees can obtain information at Canada 
House, Trafalgar Square, London, S.W.1.

SOS FROM JEWISH HOME 
OF REST 


Danger of Entire Closing Down 


INFIRMARY PATIENTS “ON 
THE RATES” 


Presiding over the twelfth annual meeting of the Jewish 
Home of Rest at the Trocadero Restaurant, Piccadilly 
Circus, W., last week, Mr. Cecil Kahn, the Chairman, 
issued an urgent SOS to the Community to come to the 
rescue of the Home, which, because of the serious state 
of its finances, is now in danger of closing down entirely. 

In moving the adoption of the annual report, Mr. Kahn said 
they started the year 1939 with their full complement of fifty- 
six beds. The average number in the Home throughout the 
period was 53.2 as against 48.6 the previous year, even though 
—Guring the first. month or so of the war their Commitice 
decided temporarily to cease admission of patients to the 
infirmary section. In all, 135 patients received their care— 
a high-water mark in their service to the Community. 


Income Reduced 


Their total expenditure was £8,313, an increase of £983 over 
the previous This represented a cost of £3 per patient 
per week, as against £2 17s. 10d. during 1938. Their mcome 
showed a reduction of £562 compared with the previous year, 
but fortunately they received £500 from the Bernhard Baron 
Charities Trust to cover the building fund deficit, with the 
result that their net deficit for the year was reduced to £212. 

Even so, continued the speaker, their financial position in 
those comparatively flourishing days was far from satisfactory, 
as out ot their total meome of £8,105, legacies which should 
and would normally have been invested produced £2,524. 

The outlook now financially was very black. Owing to the 
lack of funds, which was partly due to the fact that their 
Aid Societies were not able to bold any large functions, their 
Committee were forced very regretfully.to close the infirmary 
section of the Home on September 4 1940. A few of the 
patients were taken home by their relatives, but in the majority 
of cases the Public Assistance Officers had to be asked to make 
arrangements for their welfare. They still had thirty-six beds 
open in the Home of Kest section, but how long they would 
be able to keep them open depended upon the support they 
receive from the Community. 


Work in Air Raids 


A general appeal for the Home had been made both by 
letters and through the editoria] and correspondence columns 
of: THe Jewisu Curonicizk. He would like’ to take the 
opportunity of thanking the editor of that paper for the great 
assistance he had given them The sum received from the 
appeal, however, only amounted to £1,729, of which £250 was 
donated by the Bernhard Baron Trust, £650 was received in 
sums of £50 and over, and £829 in smaller amounts. Whilst 
their Committee greatly appreciated this support, they must 
make i perfectly clear that unless much larger’ funds were 
forthcoming the Jewish Home of Rest would not be able to 
carry on through the war. After paying their September 
accounts they would have approximately £1,130 in the bank, 
which even ai the reduced cost of upkeep would lasi only just 
over two months. 

Mr. Kahn paid a tribute to the Matron, Secretary, sisters, 
nurses, domestic staff, and porters for their loyalty and co- 
operation. Even when a bomb demolished their front gates 
and only a miracle prevented even as much as a pane of glass 
in their building from being cracked, they were all calm and 
cheerful and what was more, kept the patients calm and cheer- 
ful.

The need for coming to the help of their fellow-Jews who 
had been affected by the raids was obviously urgent and a 
considerable amount of wok had already been done. 

The problems were not limited to London. The raids had 
caused a considerable migration of Jewish population from 
London as, of course, they had also caused a very considerable 
migration of the general population, and the problem of re- 
housing, Dilleting, and relief was extending to several com- 
munities outside London. 

The second part of their task arose from the fact that any 
public calamity was immediately used for the purpose of 
spreading anti-Semitism. In the present situation attempts had 
been made in various places to suggest that Jews were mis- 
behaving im One Way or another, and that they were in some 
way more responsible than others for any trouble that might 
exist. ‘In this respect the Executive of the Defence Committee 
had taken consxicrable steps to deal with the situation. 


The New Commanities 


The third problem was that of the growing up of consider- 
able new Jewrsh Communities in various parts of the country. 
The first task, of the Community was to give a helping hand 
to these communities so that they should be able as soon as 
possible to establish themiseives as real, live, Jewish bodies of 
men and women from the poimt of view of religious and 
general life 

This migration of a part of the Jewish Community raised 
in a far more accentuated form the question of the education 
of Jewish children. Upto the present the Jewish Community 
had not shown a proper understanding of the problem. There 
was now a very great imcrease in the number of children in 
different parts of the country, due to this evacuation. If it 
were not given proper attention it would, perhaps, lead to chaos 
in the Community. 

Mr. Barnett Janner (Leeds United Hebrew Congregation) 
raised the great stoicism of those Jews who had n par- 
ticularly affected by this terrible bombing going on around 
them. [It was essential, if they were going to retain any influence 
for good as far as the Jewrsh Community was concerned, that 
the Board should be constantly on the alert in order to do 
evervthine possible for them 

They wanted every Jewish person who was available to give 
a hand in this work. They wanted people who would go into 
the shelters and Rest Centres and who would be prepared to 
give their services voluntarily 

I he two reports of the Executive Committee were adopted 


Defence Committee’s Work 


The report of the Jewish Defence Committee was adopted 
after it had been presented by the President, in the absence of 
Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), the Chairman 
of the Committee, 

The work of the Defence Commitiec, says the report, particu- 
larly in its Public Relations Department, has been largely 
devoted to the many problems arising out of the air faid 
situation. Much of the time of its personnel has been spent 
in assisti the new Committees created to meet the situation. 
Personal investigations have been conducted and assistance 
rendered both im London and in the Provinces. 

The Community is faced with the probiem that there may be 
a worsening in the good relations between Jews and non-Jews 
as a result of the conditions under which so many people are 
living at the moment. Much criticism has already been 
directed to the situation arising daily and nightly m shelters 
and tubes. Steps have teen taken by the Executive to conduct 
a personal investigation info these matters, and as soon as a 
full report has been received, appropriate remedial measures 
will at once be taken. 

The situation in the Provinces is also receiving the carnest 
consideration of the Committee. The Central Committee on 
Jewish Problems of Evacuation has been asked to expand its 
work in this direction, in conjunction with the Public Relations 
Department of the Committee, and to submit a scheme for 
meeting the problems arising in those centres in which there 
are already, or will be, targe numbers of Jewish evacuees from 
air raid districts.
